As soon as General ^^eeler was 
notified of General Shafter's arrival 
ho ordered a salute of fifteen guns 
to be fired and troops M, E, C, H 
and K, of the ¡Second regular cav- 
alry, were detailed to escort General 
Shafter into camp when he should 
land.

LONDON, 
Sept. 
1.—There is 
chance that Captain Dreyfus, the 
famous political prisoner of Devil's 
Island, will be given a new trial 
This will mean his vindication. 


Forgery of evidence that helped in 
his conviction has been confessed, 
and the confession has been sealed 
with the blood of the criminal. 


Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry, ar- 
rested Wednesday, 
killed himself 
last evening in the Fortress of Mont 
Valerian, near Paris. 


The tragedy has let loose all the 
evil passions that raged so violently 
during the trial of Esterhazy, of 
Zola and of Picquart, but above all 
the fierce excitement rises the be- 
lief, thus far stifled in ¡fanatic Par- 
isian breasts, that Dreyfus ia the 
victim of one of the foulest plots of 
modern history. 


Faith in the army is oozing away. 
The ministry, especially War Min- 
ister Cavaignac, is placed in a peril- 
ous position. 


GENERAL BOLSDEFFRE RESIGNS. 


To save himself from a possible 
court martial, General de Boisdeffre, 
commander of the army, has re- 
signed, and other officers are quak- 
ing in their boots. In a vain effort 
to quell the rising storm, the gov- 
ernment makes a semi official an- 
nouncement that Major Esterhazy, 
the alleged author of the original 
bordereau, is to be put on the re- 
tired list. It is obvious that many 
other officers willy-nilly will be ef- 
faced from the rolls of the army. 


The 
dispatches 
indicate 
that 
Paris has been made a seething 
maelstrom by the sensational hap- 
penings. 
All the talk turns on the 
part Henry played in the conspir- 
acy. It is hinted that his confession 
is confined to the forgery of a single 
document-that said to have been 
sent 
from the German military 
attache to the Italian 
attache. 
While this may be so, the belief 
prevails that Henry has been only a 
tool of the chief conspirators, and 
that Minister Cavaignac is now in 
possession of the entire list. 


ASrONISniNG 
ADMISSION. 


The war minister has gone so far 
even as to admit irregularity in the 
original Dreyfus trial, and the ad- 
mission is in itself deemed fatal to 
the plotters. 


The affair is not to end with 
Henry's tragic death. 
Brisson and 
Faure are apparently willing to give 
the martyred convict a new trial. 


The Dreyfus dovolopments come 
in a measure as a welcome relief to 
the French government. The people 
are expected to turn from what has 
been called the •'treachery or the 
czar," owing to his peace proposals, 
to the treachery of the army, and 
will give the ministry a breathing 
spell, during which it will try to re- 
pair its diplomatic relations with 
the Muscovite ruler. 


CONNIVED AT BY ARMY. 


PARIS, Sept. 1.—It is now insinu- 
ated that the suicide of Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry, the chief of the in- 
telligence department of the French 
ministry for war was connived at 
by the French army authorities. 


In any case, the suicide occurred 
shortly after the prisoner had re- 
ceived a visit from an officer of the 
general staff, who, on leaving, or- 
dered the sentry on duty before 
Colonel Henry's place of confine- 
ment not to disturb the prisoner, as 
had a lot of work to do. It is re- 
called that a similar opportunity to 
commit suicide was afforded to 
Dreyfus, who, however, declined to 
profit by it. 


It is generally believed that the 
rest of the general staff of the French 
army will follow the example of 
General Boisdeffre, the chief of 
staff, and of General Gonse, the 
under-chief, and tender their resig- 
nations. 


It appears that the minister for 
war, M. Cavaignac, is convinced 
that Colonel Henry had accomplices 
in the forgery of the incriminating 
document and there are persistent 
reports that Colonel Paty de Clam 
will shortly be arrested. 


In this connection it is reported 
that the minister of justice, M. 
Sarrien, has already taken steps to 
grant Dreyfus a retrial. 


The medical examination made of 
the remains of the late Colonel 
Henry shows that his death was in- 
stantaneous. 


President Faure returned to his 
home at Havre this afternoon. 


Later in the day LaPatrie an- 
nounced that Col. Paty de Clam had 
been arrested for complicity in the 
Dreyfus forgery. 


ZOLA AND HIS TRIAL. 


M. Emile Zola, in his famous "I 
accuse" letter, which led to his trial 
and conviction on the charge of 
libelling military officers, said : 


"I accuse Lieutenant Colonel Paty 
de Clam of having been thé diaboli- 
cal worker of a judicial error, nn- 
coniâoidusiy I = am ready - to belieTO, 
and 
'having defended his nefar- 


ious doings for the post three years 
by the most absurd and culpable 
machinations. 
I accuse 
General 
Mercier (who was, minister for war 
when Dreyfus was tried) of being 
the accomplice, at least, 
through 
weak intelligence, 
in ^ e great- 
est iniquity of the ? century. 
I 
accuse 
General 
Billot 
(minister 
for war during the late Dreyfus 
agitation) of haviiig in his hands 
the certain proofs of the innocence 
of Dreyfus and of having suppress- 
ed them, thus rendering himself 
guilty of treason against humanity 
and justice, for a political reason 
and in order to save the compro- 
mised staff. I accuse General Bois- 
deffre (the chief of the general staff) 
and General Gonese (the assistant 
chief of the general ^aff) of being 
the accomphces in the same crime, 
the one through religious animos- 
ity, doubtless, the other, 
perhaps» 
through the esprit de (»rps which 
makes the war office a sacred and 
unassailable ark. I accuse Gen. De 
Pellieux and Maj. Rafvary of having 
made a 
flagitious 
investigation, 
whereby I mean inquiry of the most 
monstrous partiality. 
I accuse the 
three experts in handwriting, the 
men Belhomme, 
Varienard and 
Couard, of having drawn up false 
and fradulent reports unles a medi- 
cal examination shall prove them to 
be victims of a disease of sight or 
judgment. 
I accuse the officers of 
the war office of having organized a 
press campaign in order to lead pub- 
lic opinion astray. 
Finally I accuse 
the first court martial of having 
condemned a man on a document 
kept secret, and I accuse the second 
court martial of having covered 
this illegality by order, and of com- 
mitting in its turn the judicial crime 
of knowingly acquitting a guilty 
person." 


M. ZOLA SENTENCED. 


After a long trial, in February 
last, M. Zola was sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of 3,000 francs for the alleged 
libel, and M. Parrieux, the manager 
of the Aurore, was sentenced to four 
months' imprisonment and to pay 


, 000 francs fine. 
On his way to and from the court 
house during the trial M. Zola was 
continually hooted by mobs and at 
its conclusion 
narrowly 
escaped 
personal violence. When the French 
author heard the verdict, he ex- 
claimed : 


"They are cannibals." 
General Boisdeffre, the chief of 
the general staff of the French 
army, who has just resigned, is un- 
derstood to be in high favor at St. 
Petersburg. 
He gained consider- 
able popularity by his attitude in de- 
fence of the army during the Zola 
trial and at one time was looked 
as possibly aiming at a military 
dictatorship. 


PRINCE HENRY'S HOPES. 


Prince Henry, of Orleans, who is 
credited with hoping for a military 
movement against the French re- 
public, also tried to make capital 
out of the trial. 


He showed himself daily in the 
hall of the court house and one day 
embraced Major Esterhazy, another 
of the French officers implicated in 
the 
scandal, 
crying, 
"Vive 
I'armee," which aroused enthusi- 
asm among his Orleanist friends, 
but which did not otherwise excite 
the crowd present to anj- degree.

His 
affable manner and generous nature 
has endeared him to the hearts of 
all, and as a lawmaker he has been 
equally successful. 
Whether in the 
legislature or secretary of state 
or governor, his fidelity and his 
ability have carried him and this 
state 
through 
crises that have 
been critical. 
When 
the gam- 
blers of Chicago came down into our 
peaceful communities iu the north- 
em part of this state he ¡showed that 
he had the courage of liis convic- 
tions, and it was not long until they 
had been driven out. 
Governor 
Matthews met them as a man of 
ability alone could havn luet those 
conditions. 
Gentle and boloved in 
his own homo was tliis man. And 
is not the man devoted to his own 
hearth, after all, the ideal of man-

Colonel Studabaker, which will ar- 
rive in the city some time this aft- 
ernoon or evening from its camp in 
Fernandina, Fla. 
The regiment 
brings with it thirty sick and two 
dead bodies, the deaths having been 
caused by typhoid tever Monday. 


The Chicago, Hamilton and Day- 
ton officials, in this city, last night 
received a telegram from Traffic 
Manager Edwards, at Cincinnati, 
stating that the One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh Indiana would arrive 
in Cincinnati some time this morn- 
ing and would reach Indianapolis 
over the Chicago, Hamilton and 
Dayton road late in the afternoon. 
There is so much probability of de- 
lay south of the Ohio river, the 
train coming in several sections, 
that this arrival may be delayed till 
Friday morning, with a strong pos- 
sibility of the regiment reaching 
here this afternoon.

Thousands Attended 
tlie Funeral of the 


Former Governor—A Eulogy by 


Governor Mount. 


CLINTON, Ind., Sept. 1.—All that 
is mortal of ex-Governor Claude 
Matthews now lies in the Clinton 
cemetery. 
The last sad rites were 
performed late Wednesday after- 
noon and were attended by dis- 
tinguished men from the capital and 
every section of the state. 


The funeral services were held on 
the lawn 
adjoining Hazel Bluff 
mansion and it was necessary to 
move the chairs from the opera 
house to the farm to accommodate 
the attendance. 
The funeral ser- 
vices were opened by a song, 
' 'At 
Rest." 
Then followed a prayer by 
iiev. Dr. Souders, of the Presby- 
terian church of Clinton. 
Follow- 
ing the prayer was another song, 
"A Little While." At its conclusion 
Rev. Souders delivered the funeral 
oration. 


The remains were then removed 
to the Presbyterian church in this 
city, where they lay in state for 
two hours and were viewed by 
thousands. At 4 o'clock the move 
was made to the cemetery. Not- 
withstanding it was the desire to 
avoid any funeral parade in the 
usual sense of the term, the proces- 
sion was at least a mile in length, 
and it was impossible for all the 
carriages to get near the cemetery, 
as the burial grounds and all the 
avenues leading to it were literally 
packed with humanity.

Captain Salisbury left the camp 
of the regiment at Fernandina, Fla., 
one week from 
last Monday in 
charge of six sick men from the regi- 
ment, whom he brought to their In- 
diana homes. 
They were Sergeant 
Roach, Sergeant Carpenter, Cor- 
poral Collins and Privates Bradford 
and Perry, of the Goshen company, 
and Private McBride, of the Elkhart 
company. 


Private Berry died on the way 
north and Sergeant Roach was so 
low that he had to be kept alive by 
the free use of brandy. He is now 
slowly recovering. 


"What were the sanitary condi- 
tions at Tampa City, where you 
werefirst[encamped?" Captain Sahs- 
bury was asked last night. 


"Well, the camp could have been 
better," was the reply. 
"We were 
sent to Port Tampa City when we 
left here and the intention was to 
send us at once to Santiago. But 
the government had millions of 
ordnance and commissary 
stores 
gathered there and some one had to 
stay to take care of this stuff. The 
lot fell to our.hrigade and we had to 
stay. • 


"When we were moved to Fer- 


nandina the conditions were better, 
but the men had been greatly weak- 
ened and their vitality 
was at 
low ebb on account of the experi- 
ences at Port Tampa City. 
This is 
the reason we have, had so many 
losses since moving. 


"We have lost thirteen men in 
the regiment by death. These are 
divided as follows:

BAD RATIONS REFUSED. 


The following story tells of the 
trip of the One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh regiment north from Fer- 
nandina, Fla. : 


"Col. Studebaker and his Tigers 
regiment have at last left the camp 
at Fernandina and are en route to 
Indianapolis as the above special 
dispatch indicates. 
The soldiers 
were 
amply 
provided 
for be- 
fore 
leaving 
Florida and they 
are 
furnished 
with 
Pullman 
sleeping cars, which will 
make 
the journey much more pleasant. 
The volunteers who are ill are un- 
der the best of care while en route 
north and nothing will ba left un- 
done to add to their 
comfort. 
Colonel Studabaker positively re- 
fused to leave Fernandina 
until 
everything was in readiness. 
The 
authorities tried to force common 
day coaches upon him, but he would 
not accept them and rather than 
travel the long 
distance 
under 
such 
conditions 
he determined 
to delay departure until the railway 
officials could finish the Pullmans. 
Colonel Studebaker also rebuked the 
army authorities for issuing the 
rotten rations. 
Flies, maggots and 
worms could be plainly seen in the 
canned beans and the bacon was in 
such a state that it would fall apart 
when touched. 
In the most severe 
terms Colonel Studebaker called the 
attention of the superior officers to 
what was provided for his men to 
eat and said that rather than accept 
such slop he would 
arrange to 
buy 
provisions himself. 
Then an 
order was issued that the filth be 
buried and a supply of food be pro- 
cured. The One Hundred and Fifty- 
sevonth will 
reach 
Indianapolis 
Thursday night or Friday morning 
and go direct to the state fair 
grounds, which have been placed in 
readiness for the soldiers. A strict 
gtiard will ba kept at that place, 
especially if the troops are quartered 
there during the time that the fair 
is being held, which it is hoped they 
will not he. 


"When the regiment left Fernan- 
dina there were about 150 sysk 
members, some of them seriously 
afflicted, while others 
had but 
slight attacks of dysentery, etc. 
Generally speaking they were all 
glad to leave the camp, which has 
been the scene of so many sad 
deaths. 


"They had been at Fernandina 
since the la^t of July and, although 
the first part of their stay was very 
agreeable, the last two weeks had 
been something terrible. 
The ex- 
perience 
which 
the boys 
have 
gained will never be forgotten. It 
will live forever in the memory of 
the volunteer who enlisted in the 
Spanish-American war."

Governor Mount ip quoted as sayr 
ingthat Ipdiao^,governors do not 
live very long after their retirement 
from office. 
The Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel points out that no ex-govemor 
of this state is now living. 
Gov- 
ernor Hovey died in office. His suc- 
cessor, Governor Chase, died a short 
time after his retirement. 
Oliver 
P. Morton, however, lived twelve 
years—twelve busy years—after his 
gubernatorial service expired, and 
Conrf^d Baker lived fifteen years. 
Thomas A. Hendricks completed 
his term in 1877 and died in 1885. 
Governor Williams died at an ad- 
vanced age, while in office. 
Gover- 
nor Gray lived something more 
than five years after he ceased to be 
governor, while his successor and 
predecessor, 
Albert 
G. 
Porter, 
who completed his term in 1885, 
died in 
1897. 
¡It is indeed 
a 
melancholy 
fact 
that 
there 
is today no living ex governor of 
Indiana. 
All of Governor Mount's 
predecessors have 
passed 
away. 
There have been as many as half a 
dozen ex-governors living at certain 
periods. 
At least five ex-governors 
of New York are living—Messrs. 
Cleveland, Hill, Flower, 
Morton 
and Cornell. We recall three living 
ex governors of Ohio—Messrs. Mc- 
Kinley, Foster and Campbell—and 
five 
ex-governors 
of 
Illinois— 
Messrs. Palmer, Oglesby, 
Altgeld, 
Cullom and Hamilton. 
Truly, a 
singular fatality seems to attend the 
ex-governors of ladiana. Of former 
presidents but two survive—Messrs. 
Cleveland and Harrison. 
At cer- 
tain former periods there have been 
as many as five or six.

IN MAftlC DAWSON. 


The Abode of Riches and Many 
! 
Smellé. 


An Interestlna^,/Survey pf t}ie Metropolis 
and,Center of ^e-^lo|idike~Clarence 
Cook Writes. 


Before leaving Dawson for home 
Clarence Cook, city editor of THE 
SENTINEL, now en route from Seattle 
to Fort Wayne, wrote the subjoined 
letter: 


DAWSON, N . W. Ter., July 21. 


Here, in a city besieged by fortune 
hunters from all parts of the world, 
I am taking a few days' rest and 
trying to gather enough informa- 
tion to make a letter interesting. 


To see Dawson now one would 
hardly believe that it was only in 
January, 1897, that Joseph Ladne 
applied for concession to make ' it a 
town site. 
In the wdrd& df our'once 
vigorous councilman, John Kenscill, 
Dawson has "blossomed like a rose," 
though its fragrance cannot be com- 
pared to that symbolic fiower. 


Dawson covers 110 acres of ground 
whicn was once swamp land, and 
fifty acres of a hillside at the rear. 
A water front, of sixty-six feet fac- 
ing the Yukon river to the west 
and the Klondike river to the south, 
has been reserved by the govern- 
ment for shipping and other pur- 
poses, and at the present time this 
reserve is packed with boats, pro- 
visions and tents of newcomers who 
have been rushing in since last May. 
The business district is confined al- 
most entirely to one street running 
parallal to the water front. 
Here 
can be found stores of all discrip- 
tions, from a shack to a three-story 
log palace. Saloons, dance halls and 
gambling houses are everywhere. 
These are filled with revelry day 
and night as this is the season when 
the mine owners and workers are in 
from the mines to have a month's 
"good time" before the winter's 
business commences. 
Nearly all 
the mines are worked in winter be- 
cause the seepage of water into the 
pits prevents much prospecting in 
summer. 
The population here at 
present is estimated at 25,000, but 
this is hard to determine as many 
are coming and going all of the 
time. 
The markets of Dawson are 
away up or away down, governed 
by supply. 
At present everything 
is cheap as provisions and commod- 
ities are plentiful. 
A good dinner 
can be had for $1.50. 
Beef sells for 
$1 a pound. 
Flour sells for $7.00 a 
sack ; tobacco brings $2 a pound ; 
bread can be had three loaves for a 
dollar and so on. 
There are two 
newspapers, one the iilidnight Sun, 
a weekly, and the Klondike Nug- 
gett. a daily, both making money. 
The papers sell at $1 a copy. 
There 
is a bank with a paid up capital of 
ten million dollars, a miners ex- 
change, a public library, a Catholic 
hospital, four churches—the Church 
of 
England, 
the 
Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Catholic. 
There are 
two lodges, the Masonic and Odd 
Fellows, whcih fraternities are now 
co-operating to build a lodge hall. 


The sanitary condition of Dawson 
threatens to let loose the death horse 
at any minute, and if an epidemic 
breaks out there will be a sweeping 
destruction of the thousands who 
are huddled together in the dirty 
and filthy mushroom 
town. 
A 
nurse at the hospital told me today 
that she w^oald not be surprised if 
cholera would make its appearance 
before another month has passed 
away. 
With no system of sewerage 
in a community of 25,000 people, 
the accumulation of refuse must 
naturally breed disease in the heat 
of a sun which keeps the mercury 
in the neighborhood of 100 and 110 
degrees above zero. 


The population of Dawson is the 
most 
peculiar 
conglomeration I 
ever saw. 
Here are English, Amer- 
icans, 
Canadians, 
Scotchmen, 
Dutchmen, Germans, 
Australians, 
Swedes and I guess every other race 
on the face of the globe. 
On the 
streets rough miners, of unkept at- 
tire, brush elbows with wealthy na- 
bobs of the mines who count the 
amount of their fortunes by the 
millions. 
The sporting element is 
conspicuous, and I regret to say that 
a stain rests upon society that will 
probably never be effaced. 
Five 
hundred women of lost reputation 
are here to gather some of the gold 
so freely distributed by minors dur- 
ing the merry-making .season. 


Although 
I have 
great 
faith 
in this country as a whole, I do 
not 
predict 
a 
bright 
future 
for Dawson. 
I believe it is now in 
the zenith of its glory. 
At present 
it is the place where all the gold of 
the Klondike district is 
concen- 
trated. 
It is the place for which the 
greatest number of fortune seekers 
were destined last sjmng. 
Hence 
its present stage of development. 
But the aspect must change in a year 
or two unless discoveries as great as 
the Klondike are made, which is 
hardly possible. 
A few years suf- 
fice to work out the placer mines ; 
thereforce it must be seen that the 
rich gold deposits of the Klondike 
river district will soon be a thing of 
history only. 
The only salvation of 
Dawson will be the discovery of 
very rich quartz mines. 
This is not 
expected. 


Hydraulic mining will be tried in 
the rivers thjs season but with what 
success is only mere speculation. 
Thousands who came here a few 
weeks ago are leaving for the Amer- 
ican side or selling out and going 
home discouraged. Those who were 
in here last winter were shrewd 
enough to stake out everything in 
sight before the rush came. 
The 
consequence was that nearly every 
prospector who went out after gold 
found stakes instead, and returned 
disappointed, 
discouraged, 
and 
thoroughly disgusted. 
They are 
cursing the country up hill and 
down, but if they were wise they 
would hold their tongues and await 
an i-opportunity. 
There are thou- 
sands of claims in the Klondike 
which were staked for speculative 
purposes and if a person can- run 
across one of these not recorded he 
can stake over the speculator by re- 
cording and thus acquire the claim« 
This is being done every day. 
It is

Another thing that is sending 
many people h9m|e>|l>jBll mell is the 
fact that there'' is no demand for 
labor. 
Wages to first-class carpen- 
ters is $15 a day, but such a carpen- 
ter or any other cannot get a job 
now. Saw mill hands get $ 10 a day, 
but the applicant for a job is turned 
away there. 
Wages in the mines 
the coming winter will be as high 
as $15, but not all who want work 
will get it. 


There is much complaint of al- 
leged severity of certain mining 
laws and it is openly talked of 
among miners and prospectors that 
the officers of the dominion govern- 
ment were in collusion for the pur- 
pose of lining their pockets with 
revenues unfairly 
exacted. 
It is 
charged that for a certain sum in- 
formation can be had at the mining 
recorder's office that it would other- 
wise be impossible to obtain. 
It is 
alleged that for a tip of $2 a person 
can get next to the officers of the 
postoffice and procure letters that 
otherwise he might have to wait for 
all day and p^rt of the next. 
It is 
charged that officers and speculators 
work together for personal 
gain; 
but as to all of these reports I am 
not prepared to speak for I am not 
here to act the role of a detective. 
Certain it is that some of the meth- 
ods are qaestionable and will not 
stand investigation. 
There is at 
present a clamor for a change and 
the rising storm bodes no good to 
the officers under Governor General 
Major Walsh. 


The rotten mail service of the 
country is in a fair way to be reme- 
died, a corps of postal officers at 
present being en route to Dawson 
and a large postoffice is being built 
and steps are being taken to put 
into operation various posts up and 
down the river. 


Commandant Stormes, 
of 
the 
northwest mounted police, is to be 
commended for the enforcement of 
siich laws as he promulgates. Note- 
worthy is the observance of Sunday, 
from which many cities in the states 
might take a wholesome lesson. 
Every saloon and 
dance hall is 
caused to be closed at midnight 
Saturday night, not to be opened 
again 
until 
Monday 
morning. 
There is no open sesame at the back 
door, either. 
The penalty is so 
heavy that even in this gold ridden 
country the saloonkeepers bow in 
submission. 
All stores are kept 
closed and anybody caught in the 
act of selling goods is taken into 
custody and fined. This is a condi- 
tion you would hardly expect to find 
in a mining city. 


Dawson will iiresent a livelier ap- 
pearance upon the arrival of the 
steamers from 
St. 
Michaels, of 
which there are 
more 
than 
a 
hundred on the way. 
The first 
ones are now overdue. 
I predict 
that the majority of people coming 
in this way will follow suit of many 
who came in the other way, and 
turn their faces homeward as soon 
as possible. 
The deplorable part of 
the situation is that so many come 
in here with their all, expecting that 
a fortune awaited their coming. 
They have not got the means to get 
out again and unless something 
turns up in their favor they will be 
in desperate straits indeed.

The finance committee of the city 
council, composed of Councilmen 
McMahon, 
Scheid, 
Borkenstein, 
Haag and Poiraon, met in the city 
clerk's office 
last 
evening with 
Comptroller Berghoff to discuss the 
tax levy and appropriations for the 
coming year. 
Mr. Berghoff ex- 
plained to them the estimates of the 
several boards, which he had cut 
down considerably. 
The committee 
apprbved all of Mr. Berghoff's re- 
commendations 
for appropriation 
except the appropriation of $840 a 
year for a detective. 
This was re- 
duced to $720, the same salary paid 
a patrolman. The committee finally 
decided to recommend the following 
levy: 


General fund, 88% cents. 
Firemen's pension fund 1 cent. 
Anthony Wayne monument fund, 
y^ of a cent. 


Sinking fund, 5 cents. 
Municipal lighting plant, 2 cents. 
The last item is a new one and 
will provide in excess of i?l,000 each 
year to be used to build a city light- 
ing plant. 
On the proposition to 
add these two cents to the levy the 
committee was unanimous, 
(coun- 
cilman Poirson v>ranted two cents 
added with which to create a fund 
for the purpose of purchasing cer- 
tain property to extend the market 
space. 


The other members of the commit- 
tee were opj)osed to tho addition of 
this levy and it is probable Council- 
man Poirson will bring in a minor- 
ity report.
